The. first stop last night was at Af- 


ton, where the automobile with its 
broad yellow .banner encircling the 
back and sides of the car, soon at- 
tracted- groups from the street. 
In- 


terested women and men who were 
evidently anticipating the party were 
in front- of the post office where the 
lecture was given. Miss Grmim stand- 
ing in .the car while the other ladies 
distributed literature: .

Miss Grimm said in part:

prejudices 
against 


Women's 
Suffrage? 
Very' similar, 


says Miss Grimm, to. the prejudice a 
hundred years ago against woman 
having an education—fear that, women 
will not continue her' household" iri:

look after these members who were 
regarded in such high esteem as to 
be placed in this office !ol: trust. 


"But 
what do you think of this? 


Fifteen men were paid $3.00 a day to 
wind the clocks!". 


Miss Grimm had a little spare time 


one day to look around and count 
those clocks. There were ten of them, 
and 
every one of them 
eight-day 


clocks. Yet when these women want- 
ed an appropriation for several state 
institutions sadly needed there was 
not enough money. 


This is but oife instance of the 


many to be cited as to the places 
women may be trusted to assist with 
their judgment together with 
their 


vote.

through the most vigorous 
winters. 


And it propagates enormously. 


The 
whole 
world 
despises 
the 


English sparrow. 
Wherever the spar- 


row invades, other birds vacate. And 
the sparrow, which 
once inhabited 


only the 
cities, is now 
spreading 


through the country at a most alarm- 
ing rate. 
It is a serious meance to 


the farmer, and through tbe fanner, a 
serious menace to all of us, for the 
•depredations of the English sparrow 
mean just that much increase in the 


cost of food. 


The boys and girls should be edu- 


cated to recognize the economic value 
of' birds." ''There would'-'then "be' less 


of the little 
.feathered 


blessings, and more encouragement to 
them to spread their usefulness. 


Farmers, who ought to know better, 


are counted among the greatest ene- 
mies of their bird friends. By burn- 
ing over the fields during the nesting 
season they 
destroy hundreds 
ol! 


nests and young. 
Cutting down all 


brush, 
leaves' no 
place for 
nests. 


Many, in 
a mistaken idea, 
strew 


poisoned foods about their fields. Cut- 
ting down our woods and forests, too, 
has discouraged bird life. 
' 


It's really an easy matter to attract 


birds about your home. 
A garden is 


one of the greatest attractions. 


The fresh-turned earth, the flowers 


and vegetables—all will bring 
them 


fluttering to you. 
They'll 
eat 
the 


harmful insects and give you joy with 
thcSr song, amuse you with 
their 


antics and keep you interested witli 
their family life. 


A few little'boxes on poles, or fast- 


ened .to the side ol! the house, will' be 
made into homes by these birds, and 
the chickadees and robins may even 
be persuaded to stay all winter if you 
will feed them regularly. 


It goes without saying, 
however, 


that you must keep the English spar- 
raw away, and keep the premises as 
free as possible from ca,Ls 
and too- 


frisk dogs. 
A dog, however, can be 


taught to leave the birds alone; a cat 
never.

FISH FOODS. 


MSB, as an article of food is as val- 


uable for variety of diet to those who 
are well as to ta'e invalid. 
Fish, is 


especially good for those of weak di- 
gestion, as it is easily digested. There 
are some foods which, are hard to spoil 
even by cooking, but fish is not one of 
them. Fish should be carefully cooked 
and daintily served to be palatable. 


Quite aa much, depends upon the 


serving and garnishing o£ the fish, dish 
as upon the cooking. 


Another point to be remembered In 


serving fish, is that It has no strong 
flavor like meats, tut depends upon 
the seasoning, and

Fish'is a food of which there need 


be little waste, for the cold fish may 
he made over into more palatable 
dishes than the fresh dish itself. 


Curried Fish.—Slice a large apple 


and two onions in a frying pan con- 
taining three tablespoonfuls of fat and 
fry until a rich brown. Sprinkle into 
the frying pan a heaping teaspoonful 
of curry powder and two tablespooa- 
fuls ol! flour. Add a cup of stock or 
water and cook unttl smooth; strain 
and set aside to cool. Flake a pound 
and a half of cold boiled fish that has 
been freed from skin and bones. Add 
the sauce to the fish in a saucepan, 
bring to a boil and serve hot in. a bor- 
der of well-boiled rice. 


Shad-Roe Salad.—When, the roo Is 


not needed for the fish, dinner, a salad 
can be made of it for the next day's 
dinner. 
As it spoils quickly, unless 


it is baked with the shad, cook it in 
slightly salted water for fifteen min- 
utes at the simmering point. 


Drain and wipe dry, dip in egg and 


crumbs, and brown in a little butter. 
While still warm pour over It two ta- 
blespoonfuls of lenion juice, salt and 
pepper and set away to chill. When 
ready to serve, cut in pieces and mix 
with an .equal quantity of cucumber 
cubes.
